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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The addition of "opening, after said first discharging operation, a deaeration valve provided to an exhaust flow 
path communicating with an inlet side of said filter to exhaust, from said exhaust flow path or said liquid dispense portion, bubbles in said 
filter and in each of said liquid introduction flow path, said pump outlet flow path, and said liquid discharge flow path under such a state that
